Collins Center Report 
Scheduled For October 


By Lisa A. Boudreau 


The J. Everett Collins Center subcommittee, scheduled to re- 
port in October with recommendations on how the facility can 
better serve the community, is right on schedule, said Andres 
Salazar, the group’s chairman. 

The School Committee formed the subcommittee in June after 
local community groups voiced criticisms about the center’s 
management and alleged inaccessibility. 

The subcommittee’s charge is twofold, said Mr. Salazar. 

‘‘We hope to make recommendations to the School Committee 
on whether the original purpose of the Collins Center is being 
met; namely to serve as the high school auditorium, a theater 
for community groups and a center for professional productions.

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Neighbors Protest Proposed 
18-Unit Apartment Complex

At last week’s Zoning Board of Appeals 
meeting, Andover Terrace residents ex- 
pressed fear that property values and tra- 
ffic safety would suffer if a proposed 18- 
unit apartment complex is built next door 
at High and Haverhill streets. 

Phillip Sullivan, an attorney for Picwel 
Builders, developers of the project, said 
safety problems are minimal and the pro- 
ject conforms to zoning standards and 
should be approved. 

Although both parties were heard, nei- 
ther got an answer from the ZBA, which 
indicated it may take up to 90 days to 
reach a decision. 

After listening to arguments from both 
sides, ZBA Chairman Wesley Whitney 
said the ZBA will wait for input from oth- 
er town bodies, including the Conserva- 
tion Commission and the Planning Board. 

Under town bylaws, the ZBA has 90 
days from the Aug. 3 meeting to file a 
decision on the special permit applica- 
tion. 

The site of two fatal accidents in recent 
years, the High and Haverhill street in- 
tersection has averaged about nine acci- 
dents per year since 1980, said Margaret 
Devlin, 1 Longwood Drive. 

“That is a major concern to us,” said 
Ms. Devlin. “We do question the impact 
of that traffic.” 

Watching the neighborhood grow over 
the years, Helene DePippo, 5 Longwood 
Drive, said she was worried about traffic 
congestion. 

“Tt may come to where we need a po- 
lice officer” to direct traffic during peak 
hours, said Mrs. DePippo. ‘“There’s a lot 
of children” in the area, she added. 

Attorney Sullivan maintained the de- 
velopment wouldn’t add to the traffic 
problems. The site benefits from unobs- 
tructed sight lines down High Street, and 
120 feet between the intersection and the 
High Street driveway where apartment 
traffic would exit is more than adequate 
said Mr. Sullivan. 

Overall, the project conforms to And- 
over zoning bylaws, he said. 

Ms. Devlin also questioned whether the 
apartments would be rented as affordable 
housing. “I’m concerned about density,”’ 
she said, and how many people would be 
allowed to rent a unit. 

But after the meeting, Mr. Sullivan 
said none of the units will be set aside as 
affordable housing. ‘“These will be at 
market rate,” he said. 

The apartments would be built on the 
Stevens Farmhouse site, between two for- 
mer apartment complexes, now con- 
verted to condominiums.

Margaret Devlin, 1 Longwood Drive 


Richard Sweitzer, 3 Longwood Drive, 
questioned whether the Stevens home 
should be preserved as a historic build- 
ing. 

“Tt’s one of the picturesque sites’’ in 
Andover, said Mr. Sweitzer. 

The land was used as a dairy farm un- 
til the Great Depression, when Ralph Ste- 
vens began selling off cattle. The Stevens 
family sold the parcel on which Andover 
Terrace was built to a Boston developer 
in 1959, said James Doherty, whose real 
estate firm represents sisters Beatrice 
and Dorothy Stevens. 

“One of the considerations when I 
bought my unit was the view,” said David 
Hyman, whose condominium sits next to 
the Stevens property. The proposed de- 
velopment might reduce property values 
next door, he said. 

The chairman indicated no decision 
would be made until the ZBA heard from 
the Planning Board. 

‘“As with the case in other projects, the 
ZBA would like to see the recommenda- 
tion of the Planning Board,” said Mr 
Whitney. But, he stressed, that “doesn’t 
necessarily mean we have to follow 
them.”’ 

Although the ZBA and Planning Board 
often agree, the boards have split on con- 
troversial issues recently. Last spring, 
the ZBA forced Phillips Academy to elim- 
inate a parking lot considered crucial by 
the school from plans to renovate a for- 
mer girls’ school to rental apartments 
and office space. The Planning Board had 
previously approved the project with the 
parking lot.

Planners To Discuss Adding 
Waste Management Report 


The Planning Board will wait until September to discuss a waste 
management addition to the town master plan. 

The board received a preliminary report from town planner Harry 
Smith Tuesday night. 

Mr. Smith gave a brief introduction of the report and asked the board 
to review the document before its Sept. 12 meeting. 

The planner touched on ways to reduce waste disposal costs by devel- 
oping a central dropoff location in town for hazardous wastes like oil 
and pesticides. A compost site for yard debris could save the town a 
considerable amount of money, he said. 


Board Approves Subdivision 


The Planning Board approved a definitive plan for a six-lot subdivi- 
sion Tuesday night 

Located off Gould Road, the Montego subdivision was approved 
unanimously by the board with 30 conditions. 

The conditions included no construction activity before 7 a.m. or 
after 6 p.m., Monday through Friday. 

Restrictions on removing vegetation and stabilizing uncompleted 
roads and lots by seeding and loaming were also imposed by the board. 


Land Sale First Step Toward 
West Andover Industrial Park 


A 47-acre transaction that will clear the way for a multi-million-dol- 
lar industrial park in West Andover was finalized this week. 

The Gillette Corp. made official a land sale to R.J. Kelley that will 
pave the way for the developer’s industrial park. 

The complex will be built in conjunction with an MBTA station with 
parking spots for 990 commuters. Preliminary plans also call for a road 
extension to Route 125. 

Mr. Kelley has indicated construction on the extension will be next 
spring.

(Secondly) there is a proposed 
agreement for the Andover Endow- 
ment for the Arts we are also ex- 
pected to comment on,”’ he said. The 
ABA is a non-profit organization, ap- 
pointed by Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony, which is in charge of run- 
ning the facility. It has recently 
come under fire from community 
groups claiming the group is run- 
ning the Collins Center like its own 
fiefdom, favoring professional per- 
formance companies, while limiting 
local access to the auditorium. 


Local groups have named high 
rates charged by the AEA to rent the 
auditorium coupled with limited 
available booking dates as the main 
problems to be resolved, said Mr. 
Salazar. 

Other questions that have been 
asked concern the AFA and the firm 
it has hired for the last six years to 
run the day-to day operaions of the 
Collins Center. The AEA employs 


the husband-and-wife team of Glen 
Gulezian and Paula Mugavero, 
whose firm, Artistic Productions 
Inc., oversees the functioning of the 
center. Many questions have been 
raised concerning the $100,000-plus 
the couple receives each year from 
the AEA, said Mr. Salazar. 

‘People want to know, ‘just exact- 
ly what is the AKA and API,’ he 
said. 

And equally important, people 
want to know who is responsible for 
the facility, he added. 

“Under Mass. law, the facility be- 
longs to the state even though some 
local property tax funds helped pay 
for its construction. 

“The School Committee, as a 
state-created body, acts as its local 
caretaker since the facility is desig- 
nated as a school structure (audito- 
rium). It really is up to the School 
Committee to decide how it wants to 
manage the facility,’ said Mr. Sala- 
zar.

take a teaching post in China, she had no 
idea the country was poised to make 
history. 

Home again, people’s first question surprised 
her: ‘“‘are you all right?” 

As a foreigner, she wasn’t in imminent danger 
during the events leading up to and following a 
military crackdown against demonstrators in 
Beijing, said Ms. Mulvey, 23. 

‘'The reason I got out was maybe transportation 
links to the outside world might be cut off,” she 
said. “Yes, it ruined my summer because I 
couldn’t do any traveling, but there’s a lot greater 
tragedy going on.” 

Ms. Mulvey taught English to students of the 
Guangdong Economic Management Cadre 
Institute in Guangzhou (formerly Canton) from 
September to early June. Miles from Beijing, the 
epicenter of pro-democracy demonstrations 
earlier this summer, Ms. Mulvey said southern 
China felt some of the shocks. 

“There was a small group of hunger strikers in 
a sympathy strike—25 or 30 people,” she said. 
“People were pretty excited. My students, who had 
a been interested in politics, started discussing 
i Ae 

Ms. Mulvey, who says she ‘‘barely”’ speaks 
Chinese, taught her class in English. Her students 
ranged in age from 18 to 46. They included foreign 
trade workers, doctors and architects—part-time 
students mostly. Called a cadre institute, the 
school attracts white-collar workers, but ‘‘cadre”’ 
almost always means party functionary, Ms. 
Mulvey said. 

“Some of them were very well-connected. If you 
have a nice place to live and can get train tickets 
easily, you worry less about government 
corruption.” 

After the bloody military crackdown against 
their countrymen in Beijing, Ms. Mulvey’s 
students conducted their business as usual. ‘They

didn’t identify themselves as students. It didn’t 
occur to them not to (come to class),” she said. 
Ms. Mulvey said she spent their class time talking, 
not about vocabulary and grammar, but about the 
recent news from Tiananmen Square. 

People would ask Ms. Mulvey how the United 
States would handle similar circumstances. 

“When you start to answer, suddenly there’s a 
crowd of 3- or 400 people. In China, crowds are 
unfathomably large.” 

At one point, all four bridges crossing the river 
that Guangzhou straddles were blocked by mobs of 
people, Ms. Mulvey said. Huge mourning wreaths 
stood near the bridges. 

“By Tuesday, everyone was saying civil war,” 
she said. 

Anyone in Guangzhou could listen to radio 
broadcasts from next-door Hong Kong, but reports 
were unreliable. ‘Many of the cosmopolitan 
Chinese I knew, when I asked what they thought, 
they would say, ‘Well, you can’t really believe the 
radio,” Ms. Mulvey said. “It really lost its 
credibility when it broadcasted that (Premier) Li 
Peng died....Rumors were just flying.” 

Shortly after the June 4 military crackdown, 
Ms. Mulvey took a walk through parks in 
Guangzhou. ‘People were playing mahjong...but it 
felt sort of different. If you hadn’t been in China for 
the year, things would probably look normal. I 
think you could feel tension. 

“But the people are stoic. They’ve been through 
a lot of campaigns, and they’ve learned to put ona 
mask of normality. There’s a proverb that goes: 
the tall oak standing above the forest is the one 
rede going to get knocked down, or something like 
that.” 


Ms. Mulvey visited her former University of 
North Carolina roommate, who was teaching in 
Beijing, in early May, and there was little to 
portend the strife that was about to come. 

“Demonstrations were going on, but 
(moderates) had agreed to go back to 


_ classes....The students seemed to be losing energy. 


“From what my roommate said, the hunger 
strike wasn’t much of a hunger strike. That isn’t a 
surprise. Missing a meal in China is like a national 
tragedy. They spend 50 percent of their income on 
food.”’ 

But the demonstrators used the press to their 
advantage. ‘They showed great understanding of 
how Western media worked,” Ms. Mulvey said. 
They timed their demonstrations to coincide with 
Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev’s visit. ty 
was all orchestrated. It was a PR coup.” 

The students wanted more than publicity, of 
course; they were protesting governmental 
corruption and social stagnation. And they 
protested peaceably. “Their demonstrations were 
models of non-violence,”’ Ms. Mulvey said. “Tt was 
the students themselves who controlled the 
demonstrations. 

“When it starts up again—and it will—non- 
violence didn’t work, and it’s going to be bloody.”’ 
By the time the military fired on the student 

protestors in Tiananmen Square, Ms, Mulvey’s 
teaching term was up. Although she had planned to 
travel through China, she instead spent a few days 
in Hong Kong and then returned to her parents’ 
High Plain Road home. 

Ms. Mulvey said her college friend, Rosa 
Huang, was often in the square. Although she was 
worried about Ms. Huang, a Chinese-American 
and therefore not outwardly identifiable as a

foreigner, her friend also made it back to the 
United States safely. 

But Ms. Mulvey is concerned about the friends 
and colleagues she left behind. She wonders if it’s 
wise to write even a chatty letter. “‘If it gets 
especially anti-foreign, any contact they have had 
with foreigners” will look bad. “They all have 
files...of all their political infractions. I just worry 
about some people I knew quite well and who 
obviously spent time with me.” 

International tolerance for the Chinese 
government’s violence should be low, Ms. Mulvey 
said. “I think Western governments should make 
greater economic moves against China,”’ she said. 
“People in China now are saying it’s safe for 
Western businesses to come back in. I don’t believe 
in giving money to a brutal regime. I think the 
reaction should be a lot stronger.” 

Ms. Mulvey said she plans to volunteer for 
groups assisting the former demonstrators. She 
says people in danger of being arrested are using 
an underground network to get out of the country. 
Other groups were set up to keep the so-called 
“tattle-tale lines” —telephone numbers to report 
demonstrators—busy. 

But China’s crisis is ‘fading from consciousness 
here—and that’s exactly what they (Chinese 
leaders) want to see happen,” Ms. Mulvey said. 

That doesn’t mean the protest has been 
squelched. ‘‘The level of commitment (of the 
Chinese students), it’s not something we can even 
comprehend in a country where there isn’t a 
protected right....So many of these people were 
willing to die for what they believed in.” 

After working the summer at Ayer Publishing in 
New Hampshire, the 1984 Phillips Academy 
graduate is headed to northern California, where 
she wants to find a job at a non-profit agency. 

Although she’s wanted to perform social-justice 
work for a long time, Ms. Mulvey says she was 
“inspired” by the Chinese students. ‘‘My level of 
enthusiasm has certainly been heightened. 

“I can’t feel really:positive about anything that 
ends so tragically, but I would do it again.”

program in the country to be independently rated. 

The loan authority provides low-cost financing options to help Cn 
families nationwide meet college costs at 48 participating Mas- 
sachusetts colleges and universities, both public and private, 
including Merrimack College in North Andover. 

The independent rating allows the bonds to be priced without 
the expense of bond insurance, which keeps an estimated $800,- 
000 of the total $30,000,0000 available for loans, according to Gold- 
man, Sachs & Co., the authority’s investment banker. 

The current tax-exempt financing will fund the authority’s 
family and graduate education loan programs through the end of 
1990, giving a boost to hundreds of middle-income students and 
their families, said Paul C. Combe, the authority’s executive 
director. 

The fixed-rate loans would have one of the lowest interest 
rates in the country because of the independent rating and the 
tax-exempt financing: 9.5 percent with a 6 percent origination 
fee resulting in a 10.59 percent annual percentage rate. Repay- 
ment is over 15 years. 

Mr. Coombe cited the authority’s low—33/100ths of 1 percent— 
default rate on its loan programs as critical to securing the A 
rating. 

“The low default rate is very impressive,”’ he said. ‘“‘And the 
financial community has responded by showing confidence in 
our schools and our borrowers. We are proud of the strong part- 
nership between the authority and the participating institutions. 
This is the reason for our success today.” 

Mr. Combe also said the bonds are issued on a pooled basis, 
allowing both large and small, public and private colleges to 
participate. These institutions support the program by paying a 
4 percent commitment fee and providing administrative assis- 
tance. 

The independent rating and the $30 million financing will as- 
sure continuation of the loan programs according to Richard A. 
Wiley, chairman of the authority’s board. 

“The combination of the authority’s sound financing and the 
structure of the loan programs, including the fixed interest rate 
and the home mortgage option, have made this creative initia- 
tive a national model,” Mr. Wiley said.

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Economic Facts 
Make Recycling 
A Sensible Move 


By Virginia Cole 


For years Andover Recycling has been 
trying to sell the town of Andover—both 
town government and each inhabitant— 
on the benefits of recycling. From the be- 
ginning the group concentrated on the 
economic side as we didn’t want to be 
known as little old ladies in sneakers 
preaching the good of the environment 
(although we were). 

The economic facts have strengthened 
yearly and environmental needs are now 
nationally and globally acknowledged. 
Yet Andover has even less in recycling 
than we started with: no curbside pickup 
of glass or cans nor the new possibilities 
of plastic and yard waste collections and 
reuse. 

This week I was sent an excellent term 
paper written by Andover resident Shir- 
ley Sheehan for a class in social prob- 
lems. She helped her teacher to 
understand that the whole waste problem 
is a social, not just economic and environ- 
mental, concern. So, I will try to point 
this out to you too. 

Ms. Sheehan points out that if people 
do not volunteer to save and recycle, it 
will fall to states to require them to do so. 
Ten states have done this already and leg- 
islators in 33 more are expected to consid- 
er plans to increase recycling this year. 
In the United States 10 percent of our 
trash is recycled. European cities and Ja- 
pan have reached 60 percent. 

“The problems of mounting trash and 
increasing pollution are social problems 
and become political issues. We have a 
potential for creating an environment in 
which man will be unable to live,’’ says 
Ms. Sheehan. 

Although the environment was touched 
on in the last presidential campaign, it 
continues to be a peripheral issue. Maybe 
it will have to be tackled nationally, but 
how much better to solve what is a local 
problem in each community, locally. We 
complain about national and state agen- 
cies and legislators, costs and delays, so 
why not tackle our local problem where 
we have immediate input in what we 
want to accomplish and how we would 
like it done? 

Ms. Sheehan received an A on her re- 
port. She pointed out that conservation, 
the use of renewable energy sources and 
recycling of what we now have will do 
much toward making our lives more com- 
fortable for a longer time. Recycling is a 
natural way and perhaps we should not 
try to ‘fool Mother Nature.”

Sales, profit from operations and earnings per 
share of the Gillette Co. in the second quarter and for 
the six months ended June 30 rose from those of the 
same period a year ago, according to Colman M.

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Food Festivals Abound 


Most visitors to Massachusetts are familiar with the fall fo- 
liage season and ski season, but few are aware of the ‘‘food 
festival’ season. Through October, visitors can literally eat their 
way around the state. Cities, seaside fishing villages and hill 
towns are the setting for feasts that celebrate local harvests and 
the cultural traditions that give the regions and neighborhoods of 
Massachusetts their special flavor. 

From the whaling ports of Nantucket and New Bedford to the 
ship-building and maritime trade of Boston, Salem and Newbu- 
ryport, the Bay State boasts a proud seafaring tradition. Every 
summer landlubbers join fishermen and their families at festi- 
vals that celebrate the ocean’s bountiful catch. 

Plymouth is host to the Mayflower Lobster Festival August. 
At this harborside event, lobsters are the main course, dessert 
and entertainment. After feasting on traditional lobster dinners, 
festival-goers munch on a giant crustacean-shaped cake and 
place their bets as lobsters race down wooden chutes. 

The fried clam was invented in Essex and each September the 
town celebrates its favorite mollusk with a chowder festival and 
clam-shucking contest at the Essex Clamfest. In early fall the 
warm winds of summer still prevail on Cape Cod and the islands. 
Scallop-lovers indulge their passion at the Scallop Festival in 
Bourne and seafest on Nantucket Island. 

Food festivals are an important ingredient in the celebration 
of the state’s multicultural traditions. Where else can you find an 
event devoted entirely to kielbasa? This Polish staple—sausage 
to the uninitiated—is featured at Chicopee’s annual World Kiel- 
basa Festival in September. Now in its 16th year, the festival 
features the world’s largest kielbasa, cooking and eating con- 
tests and non-stop polka dances. 

In August another sausage, Portuguese chourico, receives top 
billing in New Bedford at the annual Feast of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment, the largest Portuguese festival in America. New Bedford’s 
Portuguese community celebrates its rich past with a feast of 
traditional fare, music and entertainment. 

The aroma of sizzling sausages rises up from Boston’s North 
End where Italian festivals are held each weekend in August to 
honor the patron saints. 

The Lenox Apple Squeeze Festival signals the arrival of au- 
tumn and beginning of fall foliage. This country gathering is a 
chance to sip some of the season’s sweetest cider, made from 
newly-pressed apples, just off the trees. The Berkshire Hills are 
the perfect place to sample the largest apple pie in the world and 
eatch the first splashes of crimson color.

Equestrian Sets Sights On Olympics

Lara Constantine, 18, isn’t your average college 
freshman. Ms. Constantine is a national equestrian 
competitor, with her sights set on grand-prix, inter- 
national competition and beyond, to a possible posi- 
tion on the U.S. Olympic Equestrian team. 


Ms. Constantine, daughter of Dr. John B. and Jan- 
et Constantine of 15 Hidden Road, is a recent Phillips 
Academy graduate. She will be leaving Andover this 
fall to attend the University of Richmond in Rich- 
mond, Va., where she plans to pursue a career in 
international business. But she won’t be going alone. 
Accompanying her on her trip south will be her two 
horses, Florian and Catch of the Day. 

She recently competed in the Long Island Hampton 
Classic Horse Show. 

‘You know it’s a big event when it’s sponsored by 
Rolex and Gucci and companies like that,’’ she said. 

The first part of the competition she participated 
in was the $5,000 Town and Country magazine-spon- 
sored Welcome Stake. Ms. Constantine and the horse 
she rode for the event, Cool Million, completed the 
series of required jumps but missed the qualifying 
time for the following day’s Talent Derby—‘‘by sec- 
onds,’’ she said. 


Next on her list of competition challenges is the 
American Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals regional finals in North Salem, N.Y., on 
Sept. 12 and 13. For this event she will be riding Catch 
of the Day, an 8-year-old Dutch Warm Blood. 

“Tuna,” as Catch of the Day is nicknamed, is still 
a very young horse, said Ms. Constantine. Most of the 
horses competing at his level are 12, 13 and even 25 
years old, said Ms. Constantine. 

Last year, Tuna won the New England Medal Fi- 
nals, and Ms. Constantine feels her chances of gain- 
ing a national title this year are very good. 

Rider and horse train under the watchful eye of 
Fran Dotly, who also trained Ms. Constantine’s idol, 
Peter Wild. 

Mr. Wild won the ASPCA Medal Finals in 1981. 
Like him, Ms. Constantine plans to bring Tuna up 
through the ranks of national competition and into 
grand-prix international competition. 

She will have a busy schedule for the next four 
years. She will be returning to the area from Virginia 
for each competition. But, Ms. Constantine says, the 
time will help develop both her horse’s and her own 
skills in their pursuit of a national title. 


Planning Board 
Gives Go-Ahead 
To Subdivision

With several neighbors carrying their 
fight to stop the Fun Flight Circle devel- 
opment to the bitter end, the Planning 
Board Tuesday night approved definitive 
plans for the four-house subdivision. 

Concerned about drainage impact into 
a neighborhood they say already sees 
some flooding, abutters of the North 
Street project made a final plea to the 
board to turn down the proposed devel- 
opment. 

But the board, convinced that devel- 
oper Picwel Builders’ plans would mit- 
igate any rain runoff from construction, 
voted 4-0 for approval. Chairman Susan 
Stott was absent. 

Acting Chairman Carl Byers said oppo- 
nents of the project had been given ample 
opportunity to voice objections. ‘‘We’ve 
had several public hearings’ about the 
subdivision, he said. 

One abutter threatened legal action if 
her property winds up flooded. 

Representing Imelda and Paul Bou- 
langer, 105-109 North St., Ann Boulanger 
said her family’s ‘“‘only recourse is a law- 
suit” if flooding occurs. 

Planners imposed 30 conditions on the 
development. Several were standard re- 
strictions, but town Physical Planner 
Steve Colyer said other conditions were 
tailor-made for the development, includ- 
ing: 

ePreservation of vegetation on the pe- 
rimeter of the site. ‘“‘There are a lot of 
half-grown trees that need to be pro- 
tected,” said Mr. Colyer. The trees ‘‘add 
aesthetics quality to the development.”’ 

eWhich property owners will be respon- 
sible for maintaining drainage ease- 
ments. 

eThe shifting of two buildings 40 feet 
further from property lines to increase 
the buffer zone between an existing home 
next door. 

The planner discussed other neighbor- 
hood concerns about water that were ad- 
dressed by additional engineering 
studies. 

Conducted by Paul Ferrante of Dana 
Perkins & Associates, an engineer hired 
by Picwel, the results showed two swales 
(a shallow ditch) that would carry rain 
runoff. 

Neither swale would affect neighbors 
Lucienne and Irene Saegaert of Webster 
Street, whose home is 5 feet higher than 
the runoff channels, the report said. 

Some grumbling over the validity of 
Mr. Ferrante’s figures was heard at the 
meeting. Mr. Colyer said he doubted the 
engineer would endanger his license by 
falsifying the report. 

Mr. Byers encouraged the neighbors to 
contact town hall if they spotted problems 
during construction. 

“Tf at any time during the process, if it 
is demonstrated the system is not wor- 
king...call us,” he said.

On Being Attentive 


New School Committeeman Richard Hubbell 
wants his colleagues to come to meetings better 
prepared to respond to issues, rather than drag- 
ging meetings through long nightly hours. 

In the memo to his colleagues recently, Mr. Hub- 
bell indicated he didn’t want to be out until the wee 
hours of the morning transacting School Commit- 
tee business, inferring if the members came to ses- 
sions better prepared, much time could be saved 
and more accomplished. 

Mr. Hubbell was elected in March to a three- 
year term. A few short months later he wrote to 
the committe members, ‘based on the progress 
during the last several School Committee meet- 
ings, Iam concerned about the committee’s ability 
to effectively carry out its responsiblities...I’m not 
going to stay out into the wee hours of the morn- 
ing.’ 

Mr. Hubbell should be reminded that School 
Committee meetings over the years have been tra- 
ditionally time-consuming. 

It is felt that the length of the sessions has little 
bearing on preparation by members, or doing 
homework, simply reacting to the issues facing the 
board in its deliberations concerning Andover’s 
public educational process. 

Membership on the School Committee does car- 
ry with it great responsiblity, but no salary, not 
even a token payment such as that accorded se- 
lectmen. 


Those who seek a position on the School Commit- 
tee do so out of a sense of public service and, in a 
certain sense, carrying out an interest in what has 
often been described as Andover’s greatest asset, 
its public education system. 

To now have a fledgling School Committee mem- 
ber come along and even suggest that the whole 
meeting process be altered seems a bit absurd. 

While it is important to be attending to public 
school matters, one cannot dedicate a life to such 
service. 

The twice-monthly meetings, on average, are 
concerned with issues related to the system either 
immediate or long range and should not be dis- 
missed lightly by board members. 

Professional educators, assigned the responsibil- 
ity to direct Andover’s school system should be 
given the opportunity to explain and outline plans 
for the School Department and be open to ques- 
tions where necessary, regardless of how much 
time it takes to get satisfactory answers. 

Frankly, as a public body and a group open to 
question by taxpayers of the community, it seems 
impossible to evaluate how much time should be 
assigned to a specific issue. 

Thus, Mr. Hubbell should satisfy himself with 
having to put in the time necessary over the next 
few years to carry out the duties for which he of- 
fered himself, regardless of the number of hours 
required,
